BUDGET  POLICY  CHANGES 


VOTING  of  GROSS  EXPENOnVRE 

The  1995-96  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  reflect  the  government's 
decision  to  vote  gross  expenditure,  rather  than  net  expenditure  after 
deducting  dedicated  revenue.  Amounts  for  previous  years  have  been 
restated  to  show  gross  expenditure. 


CAPITAL  BUDGETING 

The  1995-%  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  now  consist  of  an 
operating  expenditure  vote  for  each  Office  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
and  a  capital  investment  vote  for  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General. 

The  operating  expenditure  vote  now  includes  a  budgeted  amount  for  the 
amortization  of  capital  assets. 

Except  for  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General,  the  new  minimum  value 
for  most  capital  assets  is  set  at  $15,000.  The  Office  of  the  Auditor 
General  has  set  its  minimum  value  for  capital  assets  at  $2,500  and  its 
amounts  for  previous  years  have  been  restated  accordingly.

The  1995-96  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  present  the  expenditure  plans  for  the 
Offices  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  money  from  the  General  Revenue

Makes  orders  relating  to  duties  to  be  performed;  extensions  of  time  limits;  fees  imposed;  correction  of 
personal  information;  the  collection,  use  or  disclosure  of  personal  information;  and  destruction  of 
personal  information. 

Informs  the  public  about  the  Act  and  receives  comments  from  the  public  about  the  administration  of  the 
Act. 

Engages  in  or  commissions  research  into  anything  affecting  the  achievement  of  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 

Comments  on  the  implications  for  freedom  of  information  or  the  protection  of  privacy  of  proposed 
legislative  schemes  or  programs  of  public  bodies. 

Comments  on  the  implications  for  protection  of  privacy  of  using  or  disclosing  personal  information  for 
record  linkage. 

Authorizes  the  collection  of  personal  information  from  sources  other  than  the  individual  the  information 
is  about. 

Brings  to  the  attention  of  the  head  of  the  public  body  any  failure  to  meet  prescribed  standards. 
Gives  advice  and  recommendations  of  general  application  to  public  bodies.
